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Applicant's arguments filed October 22, 2007 have been fully considered but are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues there is no support for the statement that the skilled artisan 
would have desired higher melt strength in the Chum reference. The examiner notes 
that such explicit support is almost always absent from the references. Once a prima 
facie case has been made, it is up to applicant to show that the Office erred in its 
application of the prior art. Applicant attempts to make such a showing by arguing that 
Chum was already suitable for use in extrusion coating without need for increasing the 
melt strength. Said argument is not persuasive. Just because the invention of the 
primary reference is enabled does not mean that further improvement is not 
desirable/obvious to the skilled artisan. 

Applicant argues the examiner has not proffered any reasoning as to why the 
skilled artisan would limit themselves to LDPE instead of other materials known for 
relatively higher melt strength. The examiner points to the prior art, which explicitly 
teaches the use of LDPE for said purpose, as motivation to select LDPE over other 
known high melt strength materials. Since the prior art explicitly teaches a specific 
modification for the purpose of achieving a specific improvement, such a modification is 
not based on hindsight reconstruction of the applicant's invention. 

With regards to applicant's argument about the age of the references, the 
examiner notes that the mere age of the references is not persuasive of the 
unobviousness of the combination of their teachings, absent evidence that, 
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notwithstanding knowledge of the references, the art tried and failed to solve the 
problem." In re Wright, 569 F.2d 1124, 1127, 193 USPQ 332, 335 (CCPA 1977).
